During the winter season of peak demand for burning oil, gasoline 
tends to overflow the available tanks. When the industry turns out more 
than it can store, the price of “gas”’ suffers. 

Then, in the summer, the burning oils pile up. 

The solution is seen in more tanks to prevent any overflow. This means 
more storage for industrial users, home heaters, and the oil industry. 


Natural gas is modifying the demand curve for petroleum products. 





In times past, the big oil season has been the summer. That was when 
motorists used the most gasoline. 

More recently, with the growth of oil as a winter fuel, the seasonal 
pattern has shifted; winter demand on crude is as big as summer 

But from now on, the growth curve for burning oils will flatten out— 
as use of natural gas rises. Sales of natural gas to customers in March 
were 3.8-billion thermal units, 29% ahead of last year.

sions will be substantial. A_ trusteed 
plan is being set up on a fully-funded, 
30-year basis. Payments from it will 
begin on Oct. 1.
